Residents are on waiting lists to receive home-energy audits 
that can help them save money on heat.

\ndover homeowners are 
filling up waiting lists as 
demands for home-energy 
audits continue to climb. 

‘We're getting killed with 
phone calls right now,” said 
Charles Moran, spokesperson 
for Bay State Gas, Andover’s 
largest supplier of home heating 
oil. 

Although Bay State could 
not provide the exact numbers 
of local homeowners seeking 
audits compared to last year, 
Moran said Bay State was brac- 
ing for requests to spike. 

“Given what has happened 
to energy prices over the last 36 
months, it’s not surprising that 
people are looking for ways to 
conserve energy.” 

Moran said Bay State is 
committed to responding to all 
audit requests as soon as possi- 
ble, but the high call volume 
has caused response time to 
move slower than normal. 

It’s no secret why phones 
continue to ring feverishly at 
utility companies. According to 
reports from the Joint Commit- 
tee on Telecommunications, 
Utilities and Energy, industry 
analysts predict Massachusetts 
homeowners who use oil will 
pay 31 percent more than last 
winter. Natural gas prices are 


expected to rise an average of 


26 percent. 

In an attempt to address the 
looming energy crisis, the state 
unveiled the Home Energy 
Assistance and Tax Relief Act 
(HEAT) this month, which ear- 
marks $80 million for aid. 

Immediate benefits of HEAT 
will provide a tax deduction of 
up to $800 for home-heating oil 
and natural gas expenses for 
working families earning up to 
$50,000. The bill also offers tax 
credits of up to $600 available 
toward the purchase of residen- 
tial energy efficient items 
including home insulation, new

window insulation, energy effi- 
cient appliances and advanced 
home heating thermostats. 

The new legislation also 
increases the total number of 
citizens who will be eligible to 
participate in the state’s Low 
Income Home Energy Assis- 
tance Program, said Andover 
State Rep. Barry Finegold. The 
maximum assistance for indi- 
viduals using electricity or gas 
to heat their homes will be 
$545, and the maximum for 


individuals using oil, propane | § 


or kerosene will be $675. 
Finegold co-sponsored the 

HEAT bill and authored one | 

phase of the legislation, which 


aims to eventually replace oil 
with fuel cells. 

Calling California a leader in 
alternative fuel research, Fine- 
gold is hoping Massachusetts | 
will soon catch up. 

“They were the first state to | 
lay out the hydrogen road map,” | 
said Finegold, explaining Cali- 
fornia’s plans to have 179 
hydrogen fueling stations on a 
major throughway by 2012. 

Finegold said longterm ener- 
gy plans should strive to make | 
all cars more fuel efficient, and | 
to save on energy by becoming | 
less reliant on foreign sources. | 

“Hydrogen fuel cells are | 
going to have a huge impact on | 
our foreign policy,” added Fine- 
gold. “We cannot continue to | 
use 25 percent of the world’s | 
oil. If we don’t seek alterna- | 
tives, the demand will only 
keep increasing, as will oil | 
prices. |

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L’affair de lawn 


Man battles with town for months to see if a few feet of grass can be mowed

If you think you had trouble 
with the lawn this summer, you 
haven't heard about the case of 
Peter Lemay. 

He has spent months fighting 
the town, trying to convince offi- 
cials that they should allow 
someone to mow a small strip of 
grassy town-owned land next to 
his property. 

If they don’t, he believes, 
“another opportunity for non- 
organized recreational use, play 
areas and places for tea parties 
will be lost forever.” 

So, in his quest to keep the 
area trimmed, Lemay, of 7 Key- 
stone Way, has met with the 
chief of police, the head of 
department of public works, staff 
in the assessor’s office, the 
developer of his subdivision, his 
neighbors, a wetlands specialist 
and the company that mows the 
land in question. 

Lemay has accrued $1,200 in 
unpaid Conservation Commis- 
sion fines so far because the 
commission believes that until 
recently he was responsible for 


having the land mowed. Lemay 
denies it. , 

Now, the Board of Selectmen 
have agreed to discuss the issue 
at an upcoming meeting. 

The whole, grass-stained 
affair started last spring, when 
Lemay built a pool, deck and 
play area in his fansily’s back- 
yard. The Conservation Com- 
mission refused to approve the 
project's completion because a 
site inspection showed a small 
triangle of town land adjacent to 
Lemay’s property Was being 
mowed. The land is within a 
wetland buffer zone. A May 24 
letter to Lemay from Conserva- 
tion Director Bob Douglas 
requested that Lemay stop mow- 
ing the grass and allow the land 
to grow naturally. 

Lemay shot back, calling 
Douglas’ attempt to Couple the 
mowing issue with the request 
for the committee to call his pro- 
ject complete “harassment and 
abuse of power.” In his two-page 
written response, with three 
glossy photographs attached as 
exhibits, Lemay denied that he

was continuing his lawn onto 
neighboring property, said his 
family has never cut trees or 
grass on town property and that 
he does not own a lawn mower. 
He said he does not mow his 
own lawn and does not know 
who mows the strip of land next 
to his. But he said he does have 
safety concerns about letting the 
area grow naturally. 

On July 27, the Conservation 
Commission issued a Wetlands 
Protection Act Enforcement 
order to Lemay, who responded 
with a letter to Douglas, again 
citing harassment and abuse of 
power. “Your statement that the 
wheel marks from grass cutting 
equipment from our lawn appear 
to be the same as the equipment 
used on your property is irrever- 
ent,” the letter reads in part. “By 
signing the referenced order, I 
feel the board has made false 
statements. I believe an apology 
in writing is appropriate and is 
requested by me.” Lemay’s let- 
ter reiterated that he has never 
mowed grass or cut trees on the 
triangular piece of conservation 
land and he requested the com- 
mission show evidence of his 
alleged non-compliance. 

Wetlands specialist Geoffrey 
Andrews, one of several officials 
now involved said the mowing 
has been ongoing since 1997 and 
does not violate the state Wet-

Other officials have been 
pulled into the discussion 
because Lemay said the acute 
angle of the property in relation 
to his driveway could make it 
difficult to see, and because 
neighborhood children like to 
play on the corner. 

“The limit of my involvement 
is anything within the town’s 
right of way,” said Public Works 
Director Jack Petkus, when 


asked about the Keystone Way 
Jand in question. “The only issue 
that turns out to be any kind of 
an issue is where brush or grass 
prevents the sidewalk from being 
utilized.” 

A May 19 e-mail from Public 
Safety Officer Bob Cronin to 
Douglas reads in part, “I looked 
at Keystone Way and it is as we 
discussed. There are uo sight 
distance issues whatsoever and 
as far as research goes ... there 
are no records saying the police 
said it was okay to encroach on 
ConCom property.” 


History 

The land is one of three 
parcels deeded to the town of 
Andover when developer Bill 
Perkins built the cluster subdivi- 
sion known as Hearthstone Place 
off Osgood Street. The land was 
never deeded from the town to 
conservation jurisdiction. 
Because the town grass there 
was being mowed prior to 1999, 
Lemay sees is as a clear excep- 
tion to the town’s wetland pro- 
tection bylaw. 

Perkins says the small slice of 
contested land could be the key 
to building and connecting trails 
that could extend from Raytheon 
on Osgood Street to Blanchard 
Road to Keri Plaza in Tewks- 
bury. The land is also key to 
future connections to the Naby- 
doski property and the Hewlett 
Packard land for sale nearby. 
Perkins donated more than twice 
the land required to the town 
when he developed Hearthstone 
Place. 

The Conservation Commis- 
sion approved Lemay’s backyard 
project last week, as the strip of 
grass next to his property is no 
longer being mowed. But the 
story may not be over yet. 

“Obviously, if he starts cut- 
ting again, we'll be back,” said 
Conservation Commission 
member Marcia Miller.

Town has no more fluoride

Andover has run out of fluoride to put in its 
water supply. 

A national fluoride shortage is hitting towns 
up and down the East Coast, and nobody knows 
for sure when it will pass. Dentists say the short- 
age won't cause any health concerns - as long as 
it doesn’t continue too long. 

“It shouldn't be an epidemic problem,” 
Andover dentist David Samuels said. “It won’t 
destroy (children’s) dental futures.” 

Officials are pointing to two reasons for the 
shortage: the closure of Florida-based U.S. Agri- 
chemicals, one of the Country’s leading fluoride 
manufacturers, and a law passed in California 
requiring most towns to fluoridate their water. 

North Andover has enough fluoride to last two 
and a half weeks. “It’s really a supply and 
demand issue,” said Thomas Trowbridge, chair- 
man of the North Andover Board of Health. 

Neither Trowbridge nor Water Superintendent 
Dennis Bedrosian knows when another delivery 
will come after that. 

“It could be six months or a year or sooner,” 
Bedrosian said. 

Andover exhausted its supply about a month 
ago, Public Health Director Everett Penney said. 
Like Bedrosian, he doesn’t know when the town 
will get more. 

Andover and North Andover are members of 


the Northeast Merrimack Valley Consortium of 
Cities and Towns, a group of 45 communities 
that buys fluoride and other water-treatment 
chemicals in bulk. There isn’t much the consor- 
tium can do until the nation’s remaining fluoride 
manufacturers increase production, Tewksbury 
Town Manager David Cressman said. Tewksbury 
is running the consortium this year. 

Haverhill is not part of the consortium, and 
the fluoride shortage is not affecting the city, act- 
ing Water/Wastewater Director Robert Ward said. 

In Lawrence, which isn’t in the consortium 
either, Water Commissioner Robert Fazio said he 
wasn't aware of any shortage. 

Methuen does not fluoridate its water, but it 
will have to if the Legislature approves a bill 
mandating fluoridation in communities with 
more than 5,000 people. The Children and Fam- 
ilies Committee will hold a public hearing on the 
bill Thursday at the Statehouse. 

Many cities and towns add fluoride to their 
water to prevent tooth decay, especially in chil- 
dren. Some people oppose fluoridation, fearing 
long-term health effects, but dentists disagree. 

“There’s been a proven track record for 60 
years where municipal water systems have been 
fluoridated,” said Samuels, a trustee of the Mass- 
achusetts Dental Society. “It’s the most cost- 
effective health benefit this country has ever seen. 
It costs pennies per person per year.”

“Fundraising is going to be 
an uphill battle if we don’t get 
something going,” said Bill 
Fahey, director of the town’s 
youth services department. 

If AYF executives plan to ask 
the town for money for its youth 
center at the April 2006 annual 
Town Meeting, they need to 
submit a warrant article by Jan. 
20, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said at the meeting. 

On Sept. 28, the morning 
after the proposed new senior 
center was defeated for the sec- 
ond time in five months at Spe- 
cial Town Meeting, AYF Presi- 
dent Larry Larsen brought up 
concerns about his group’s site 
for the proposed youth center. 
“We're concerned about the 
environment out there,” said 
Larsen. “We're aware of the pre- 
sent studies on the capped fields. 
It’s not going to be a viable cen- 
ter if we build a youth center 
and there are no fields because 
it’s polluted.” 

The land in question is near 
the Deyermond Fields off Chan- 
dler Road, an eight-acre parcel 
upon which the town built play- 
ing fields. The fields were built 
after the town capped the former 
landfill below the ground in 
1984, but the state Department 
of Environmental Protection has 
asked the town to re-cap that 
area of the landfill to meet cur- 
rent environmental specifica- 
tions. 


An 18-acre parcel behind 
those fields also will be capped 
pending DEP approval. Voters 
appropriated $2.2 million for 
that purpose in 1999, 

Stapczynski plans to bring an 
estimated $6 million proposal to 
Voters in the near futureto re-cap 
the existing fields and to build 
fields across other areas as well. 
The plan to double the current 
number of ball fields on the site. 

“I don’t want to see a situa- 
tion where you put a building out 
there and then it takes 12 years 
get fields,” said Fahey, the youth 
services director. AYF members 
expressed concern about losing 
potential synergy if town playing 
fields are not constructed in tan- 
dem with the youth center. 

Selectman Brian Major has 
advocated for a joint community 
center since just before April 
Town Meeting, and said he plans 
to push for more community- 
center discussion in the wake of 
the senior-center defeat. 

Fahey said in a phone inter- 
view last week that he gets frus- 
trated when it appears the town 
is not following a logical 
process. “How realistic is it 
when you can’t get $7 million 
passed at Town Meeting, and 
then say, ‘Let's just pretend we 
can pass a community center?’ 
It’s not the issue of a community 
center, it’s a matter of the 
money.” 

In totoal, AYF and town offi- 
cials are discussing four possible 
changes to their youth center 
contract. In addition to seeking 
town funds for infrastructure 
costs, the other changes are: 

* allowing AYF to build a 
center smaller than 20,000 
square feet; 

* giving AYF beyond next 
June to break ground; and 

* eliminating a clause about 
how long the naming rights for 
the center should remain.

on smoking, sexual conduct, alcohol and 
drug use — convinced Andover educators 
the loss was having a real effect on actions. 

Taking a stand against further cuts, the 
School Committee said it is shifting the 
focus to rebuilding and advancing schools. 

“We've already lost too much,” said 
Superintendent Claudia Bach. Although 
Bach said she is not anticipating a cash 
windfall for town schools next year, she 
urged parents to keep difficult budget reali- 
ties in mind but “focus wherever your heart 
is. 

A crowd of 40 divided into small groups 
and debated which lost resources and pro- 
grams have dealt the hardest blows to stu- 
dents across the district. Teams jotted down 
ideas and made priority lists for what they 
hope to see restored over the next three 
years. The results, while varied, echoed 
similar concerns. 

Keeping class size in check topped 
charts, along with funding for clubs and 
intermural sports, adding a social worker:at 
the high school and bringing back late buses 
to all schools. Restoring elementary music 
programs, increasing physical education at 
elementary and middle schools and having 
more teachers at every level were also in 
demand. 

“We're in a survival mode.” said Bruce

The Team That Couldn't Lose by Matt Christopher is 
just one of his sports books that has reshaped, and some 
would say established, the sports genre for young adults 
in modern fiction.

My 
Dad checks it every day and he 
knows when I’m not doing my 
homework,’” joked Laura Haj- 
dukiewicz, the science teacher at 
AHS who introduced Edline. 
“This program actually opens up 
a line of communication between 
parents and kids that might not 
have been there otherwise.” 

Edline grants parents access to 

their children’s information, and 
lets them view upcoming assign- 
ments and activities from any 
computer with an Internet con- 
nection. 
Parents can also choose to be 
automatically notified by e-mail 
if their child falls below a certain 
grade-point average in a course, 
or if they are having attendance 
problems at school.

While the public can 
view general school 
information on Edline 
at any time without a 
password, Haj- 
dukiewicz said private 
information is visible 
only to visitors who log 
in with a screen name 
and password. 

“What a fantastic tool for any 
student and their parents,” said 
parent Leslie Salerno. “It has 
been particularly useful for us to 
keep track of our child’s progress 
(and lapses) which we might not 
have been aware of until it was 
too late.” 

Since the pilot program for 
Edline was launched at AHS in 
September, 90 teachers have acti- 
vated accounts, along with 1,200 
students and 500 parents. 

“I'm really impressed with the 
way teachers have embraced it.” 
Hajdukiewicz said. “We're 
becoming much more technolog- 
ically savvy.”

Despite the fear Edline has put 
into some students, many are also 
embracing it. 

“Teachers can post assign- 
ments and due dates on their 
online calendar,” said Haj- 
dukiewicz. “With all of their 
information in one place, kids 
can really keep organized. I've 
had students coming into classes 
with assignments completed 
early because they saw them 
posted on Edline. The program is 
also teaching them to be respon- 
sible for their own work.” 

Edline gives each teacher his

We 
have two DMH Advisory 
Boards in our Community. The 
North East Area Board and the 
Essex North Site Board invite 
citizen participation. The pur- 
pose of each is to expand our 
Vision and strengthen the system 
of Mental Health Care. 

Mental illness, directly or 
indirectly, affects everyone's 
quality of life. Everyone's taxes 
are affected by not attending to 
our most vulnerable citizens, It 
comes as no surprise that count- 
less people stranded in New 
Orleans are also victims of brain 
disorders and poverty. Home- 
less, nomadic wanderers too 
often remain invisible ghosts 
until disaster strikes. Neglect 
and abuse are not only financial- 
ly expensive but they damage 
our collective psyche. 

The “unseen” sick and poor 


their lands and hole up in camps 
along the border of Chad. The 
Stories coming from these 
camps are horrible. Unsanitary 
conditions, a lack of food, shel- 
ter, water and adequate health 
care abound, 

The Janjaweed have Strategi- 
cally positioned themselves to 
prevent humanitarian aid from 
entering the camps. They have 
Stationed troops around the 
water supplies used by the 
refugees and have killed anyone 
~ children included — who 
attempt to get water from the 
source. The Janjaweed have 
shown complete disregard for 
humanity. Raping, murdering, 
and burning people alive are 
among the atrocities they com- 
mit. It is estimated that before 
the end of the year, the death toll 
will reach 600,000, while nearly 
70 percent of these deaths will 
be of children under 5. 

The Bush Administration has 
yet to speak up for the innocent 
people of Darfur. Over a year 
ago, Bush recognized that a 
genocide was beginning in Dar- 
fur, but a year later, and tens of 
thousands of deaths later, the 
administration has done nothing 
to address this growing crisis. 
There are many paths the 
administration can pursue to 
pressure the Sudanese govern- 
ment to address this humanitari- 
an crisis. The administration 
should begin by providing finan- 
cial assistance to the African 
Union forces and by encourag- 
ing other countries to join that 
effort. We should pursue eco- 
nomic sanctions against the gov- 
ernment and increase funding 


on the DMH waiting list are sep- 
arated from society by diseases 
of the mind. Many people with 
brain disorders:are stored in jails 
and remain out of sight. They 
are often ignored until a major 
crisis captures the attention of 
the media, such as that of the 
mother who threw her three pre- 
cious children from a bridge to 
drown last week. The inability 
to receive health insurance due 
to pre-existing conditions con- 
tributes to a cycle of poverty that 
blocks the path to recovery. 
Even those who are retrieving 
their lives may not be able to 
continue the process due to 
Medicaid cuts. 

What happens to loved ones 
when families can no longer 
help? A strong, stable safety net 
is necessary, not one patched 
with Band-Aids that attempt to 
cover wounds that do not heal 
without appropriate medication 
and care. A continuum of care 
brings people back to produc- 
tive, more independent lives and 
allows them to be employed, 
tax-paying citizens, 


for humanitarian aid in refugee 
camps. The most important 
thing that the Bush Administra- 
tion can do is break its silence 
and speak up for a group of peo- 
ple who have no one else to 
speak for them. 

While the Bush Administra- 
tion has a duty to act, and the 
greatest ability to act, we as 
elected officials in Massachu- 
setts also must speak up for the 
people of Darfur. From 1915-23. 
while Armenian men, women 
and children were slaughtered 
by the Turks, few American 
leaders stood up for the innocent 
people of Armenia. Similarly, in 
the 1940s, as Adolf Hitler began 
his systematic extermination of 
European Jews, few American 
leaders stood up for the innocent 
people of Europe. It is important 
this trend does not continue 
today in Darfur. 

Much like the Armenian 
genocide and the Holocaust that 
affected our relatives, the Darfur 
genocide is a deliberate plan of a 
regime whose sole purpose is to 
permanently alter the demogra- 
phy of Darfur. With ev ery week 
of silence in the Bush Adminis- 
tration, more people in Darfur 
are raped, killed, beaten or 
starved to death. Our leaders can 
Stop this genocide by speaking 
up and by acting, so no one in 
this country will ever risk hav ing 
to utter the words of Martin 
Nielmoller, “then they came for 
me — and by that time no one 
Was left to speak up.”

Town bylaws seen as tougher

Town Conservation Director 
Bob Douglas said hearings are 
scheduled on a first-come, first- 
serve basis, and due to a full 
agenda, the first available time 
slot for the Gibson hearing fell 
outside of the 21 days. 

Rachel Freed, an environ- 
mental analyst for the state DEP 
inspected the Gibson property 
on the morning of Wednesday, 
Oct. 19 after the Gibsons filed a 
superseding order asking the 
DEP to take jurisdiction. Proper- 
ty abutters were excluded from 
the tour, at the request of the 
homeowner. According to Dou- 
glas, Freed said at that time that 
she did not rule out the DEP tak- 
ing its own enforcement action 
in the case. 

The town will review the Gib- 
son project under the town 
bylaws and DEP will review the 
project under the state Wetland 
Protection Act. If parties contin- 
ue to appeal, both permitting 
avenues could be decided in 
state superior court, according to 
Ed Coletta, a DEP spokesman. 

The town’s building permit 
form has changed this year. Until 
recently, a conservation signa- 
ture was not required on the per- 
mit. Now it is, said Douglas, 
whose office now signs off on all 
town-issued building permits. 


State versus town laws 

The DEP has a history of 
authorizing buildings to be con- 
structed closer the wetlands, 
rather than creating larger pro- 
tective wetland buffer zones as 


the town does, said Douglas. 
DEP’s state regulations may 
allow projects to be built closer 
to wetlands than town regula- 
tions, he said. 

The town wetland protection 
bylaw requires that certain struc- 
tures built after 1999 be separat- 
ed from wetland resource areas 
by either a 25 foot or 50 foot 
protective buffer zone: 25 feet 
for pools and sheds, 50 feet for 
habitable structures. The com- 
mission is considering applying 
the local bylaw to the Gibson’s 
cabana. “Both state and local 
Andover wetland bylaw may 
apply in this case,” said Douglas. 


The issues 

Cabana-property abutters 
Katherine and James Hauer have 
hired an attorney, George A. 
Hall Jr., to fight the construction. 
Hall Jr., of Anderson & Kreiger 
LLP, sent a letter to town Build- 
ing Director Kaija Gilmore 
requesting that she rescind the 
building permit for the cabana 
and issue a cease and desist 
order to halt construction. 

Mark Johnson, the Gibsons’ 
attorney, and project engineer 
William MacLeod told the Con- 
servation Commission on Oct. 
20 that the so-called cabana is an 
“accessory building” to the Gib- 
sons’ house. 

Hall disagrees that the project 
qualifies as an accessory build- 
ing. The estimated building cost 
of the building is listed as 
$205,500 on the building permit 
issued on Jan. 29. 

Johnson argues his clients’ 
project is exempt from local 
bylaws because their work was 


an improvement of a house law- 
fully in existence before Jan. 1, 
1999 and the Gibsons’ merely 
converted existing lawn property 
to an accessory use — the cabana 
building and pool. 

And Greer gave the engineer 
his approval. “Someone dealing 
with the commission would not 
know that Greer didn’t have 
authority to do what he did,” 
Johnson said. 


Investigations past & present 

Douglas began investigating 
the Gibson project earlier this 
year after several property abut- 
ters raised concerns. Unable to 
find any written documentation 
of the project in the Conserva- 
tion Department, Douglas issued 
a DEP order of enforcement on 
July 15 to compel the Gibsons to 
present their permits and paper- 
work. When they came forward 
with Greer’s verbal approval, 
Douglas issued another order of 
enforcement, one still in effect 
today. 

Construction at 3 Hazelwood 
Circle is now under a cease-and- 
desist order; the only work legal- 
ly permitted is safety-related. 
Gilmore supported the Gibson’s 
request to weatherproof the 
cabana for winter, but Urbelis 
said this should be done at the 
Gibsons’ own risk. The commis- 
sion asked that the applicants 
come up with a punch-list of 
tasks that would be allowed. 

Douglas asked for, and the 
commission approved, a request 
to begin investigating whether 
work was done on the Gibson 
property after the July 15 cease- 
and-desist order was issued.

Andy Blake, Donny 
Anderson and I ride our 
bikes to the Playstead. It is 
early on a Saturday morn- 
ing and it is warm for late 
April. Although we could 
have walked from my 
house, we never go any- 
where without our bikes. 


The handlebars have our 
baseball gloves on them 
Rey a and my right knee hits my 


glove on the top of 
every circle the pedal makes. Our bikes have fat 
tires that get flats about every week or so. The 
bikes get rough treatment and are pretty beat up. 
All three bikes have lost their kickstands. 

We are hoping to find some other kids to play 
a game of pick-up baseball. As we get near the 
Playstead, we know no one else is around 
because we hear no voices, It's still early in the 
morning and we believe someone else will show 
up. We ride to the end of Whittier Court. We pass 
the last house and enter the paved parking lot. 
There i§ a chain link fence to our left along the 
side of the Playstead. The fence has three strands 
of barbed wire onthe top. 

The three of us are in the third grade and about 
the same age, although Andy is a few months 
younger. 

As we get near the wooden, green football 
bleachers that sit on the other side of the fence, I 
bring one leg behind me over the back fender and 
down to the pavement, letting the toe of my 
sneaker drag on the ground while I stand on the 
pedal with my other foot. I stop near the main 
entrance to the football field, and we walk our 
bikes through the narrow entrance. In the middle 
of the entrance is a cement post that has always 
been there. It serves to make it easier for ticket 
takers at the football games as only two people at ' 
a time — one on each side of the post — can get by. 
We carelessly drop our bikes and leave them 
where we can watch to make sure nobody comes 
by to take the gloves or stomp on our spokes. I 
don't know why stomping on spokes happens so 
often but it is usually done by kids who live on 
the other side of downtown. 

We walk under the bleachers with our heads 
down. There was a track meet the day before, and 
we hope that maybe someone sitting in the 
bleachers dropped something by mistake. During 
football season, a bunch of us can always be 
found under the bleachers after a game. Our 
expectations of finding anything of value is never 
high, although we have heard stories of found 
money. However, those stories come from the 
same kids who stomp spokes, and we think they 
are liars. 

We find nothing and we decide to look around 
the base of the chimney for some stuff to scale. 
The brick chimney is right behind the bleachers 
and rises very high — as high as any building in 
Lawrence, it seems to me. On the other side of 
the chimney is a utility building also made of 
brick. It is the size of a very small bungalow, and 
we have never seen the inside of it. We know that 


| inside is a big place to burn trash from the 
| schools, which are all within a couple of hundred 


yards of the small building. Where we are, there 


| is a metal door on the chimney that is locked shut. 


I never saw anyone open that door, yet someone 
must for there is always lots of ash and pieces of 


metal trash on the ground. We find some sticks 
and poke around the ash finally turning over the 
top of a can. It is about six inches across and 
probably came off a can used in the school cafe- 
teria. It is sharp all the way around and Andy, 
who found it, is careful when he picks it up. 
Donny says to Andy that he bets he can't reach 
Stowe School, which is the farthest school away. 
It is over by Bartlet Street. Andy says he knows 
he can't reach Stowe School, but he says let's 
throw the can top from the top of the bleachers so 
it'll go far. 

We go around the front of the bleachers and 
walk the 20 steps to the top and then walk along 
the top seat to the far left side which is closest to 
Stowe. Andy pulls his arm back to the side and 
throws the tin can top as hard as he can toward 
Stowe. Can tops are fun to throw because they go 
a long way and twist and turn while flying. This 
is a good throw and the top falls in the dirt play- 
ground near the jungle gyms, which are a bit on 
this side of Stowe. Donny and I both agree that it 
was a good throw - definitely worth the work. 
We decide we don't want to look for more stuff in 
the ashes. 

The sun is getting high, and we walk to the 
other end of the bleachers so we can better see 
our bikes. We sit there for awhile talking. We are 
still the only kids at the Playstead. I tell them that 
I know that my brother Bucky and some of his 
friends are going to be over soon. Donny's older 
brother might be in that group too. Donny says 
they won't let us play, and I argue that they will if 
there aren't enough of them. 

Pretty soon we see my brother and his friends 
over by the bleachers that are next to the baseball 
field. That's about as far away from where we are 
as you can get. There's quite a few of them so we 
know there isn't much chance of playing, unless 
the group is really in a good mood, which they 
hardly ever are when we little kids are around. 

Donny says that maybe we can borrow a bat 
and play Rolly-poley, so we ride our bikes over, 
and I see that my brother has brought one of my 
bats along with his. Donny's older brother Doug 
is standing near my brother. They throw some 
wisecracks in our direction, and we ignore them. 
I pick up my bat and my brother Bucky knows I'll 
tell on him if he tries to take it away so he lets me 
go. Andy, Donny, and I walk our bikes toward a 
new, little baseball field that has recently been 
built by the end of Whittier Court. 

It's a Little League field. I had watched it 
being built over the past couple of weeks. 

We decide to use the field. Since it's my bat, I 
take first turn and stand near homeplate. I hit to 
my friends then lay the bat down so that whoever 
gets the ball can try to hit the bat with a throw. 
Donny hits the bat then its his turn to hit the ball. 
We play for a while and then go to something 
else. 

About two weeks earlier, I had tried out for 
the Little League team that was about to have its 
first year in Andover. The name of Andover's Lit- 
tle League team was to be the Cardinals. I was the 
youngest player to make the team, and I knew I'd 
spend most of each game on the bench. Outdoor 
practices were scheduled the next week in the 
early evenings. Games against other towns would 
start soon after and be played a couple of times a 
week for most of the summer. 

The era of organized sports, orchestrated 
childhoods, had begun in Andover.

Creepy? Maybe not. 

Bats don't just live in | 
Dracula's castle. They 
live all over the world. / 
They won't suck your 
blood but they do eat > 
lots of insects. 

The Kid learned some in- 
teresting things about bats 
this week. 


Where are bats 
found? 


Bats are found almost ev- 
erywhere around the world, 
especially the tropics and rain 
forests. They can't live where 
it is very cold or very hot. 

In the United States, bats 
prefer to live where it is warm 
with a year-round food sup- 
ply. The Southwest has the 
greatest variety of bats. 
Texas has 32 different kinds 
of bats, while Maine has just 
eight. 


Do bats live in 


haunted castles? 

Different kinds of bats 
like dif ferent kinds of houses. 

Trees provide a home for 
many bats. Some hide behind 
big leaves. Others roost un- 
der the bark Some just hang 
from the branches. 

Caves are also popular with 
bats. The big underground 
caverns are a perfect place 
for bats to sleep during the 
day and raise their babies. 
The Bracken Cave in Texas is 
home to about 20 million 
Mexican Free Tail bats. 

Bridges also offer living 
quarters for bats. The bats 
sleep as the cars drive past. 
Some bats roost on houses or 
buildings. However, these 
places don't protect bats as 
well as natural locations. 


What do bats eat? 
Most bats eat insects. The 
Little Brown Bat can eat up to 


a 


1,200 in- 
sects in just 
one hour. That's | 
why some people put bat 
houses in their yards. 

Bats also eat ripe fruit. 
The bats drop the sees as 
they fly, helping spread trees 
to new locations, 

Bats also like pollen. They 
go from flower to flower, 
helping spread pollen and 
make new plants. 

Some bats eat meat. They 
use vision, echo-location and 
sounds from their prey to lo- 
cate dinner. 

Fishing bats grab little fish 
out of the water with their 
claws. 

Vampire bats drink the 
blood of birds and some other 
animals. Scientists are study- 
ing the saliva from vampire 
bats to develop a medicine for 
people with heart problems. 


Are bats really blind? 

The old saying “blind as a 
bat" is not true. Bats have 
very good eyesight, especially 
in the dark. 

Most bats see in 
black and white. Some 
see in color. Bats have 
good hearing and a 
good sense of smell. 
This helps them find 
food and locate their 
babies. Bats have big, 
funnel-shaped ears 
that face forward. 
Bats use echoes to lo- 
cate things.

Bats have strong claws. 
They hang upside down by 
holding on to their roost with 
their feet and claws. 

Bats use their hands and 
wings to fly. A bat's wing is 
actually skin that stretches 
between the bat's arm, fin- 
gers and body.

LANS TO CLOSE Sacred 
Heart Church in South 
Lawrence hit some 
older Andoverites 
pretty hard as they have won- 
derful memories of going to 
the church schools, attending 
bean suppers with their fami- 
lies, and of course going to 
Mass there for years.

Vegetable oil 
makes his van go

IKE PARZIALE SPENT $65 on fuel during a 
MI recent cross-country trip from Los Ange- 
A. les to Boston in a 1996 Econoline van. 

Yep, it’s possible, he says. The 1996 Andover 
High School graduate runs his van almost entirely 
on vegetable oil. Parziale and former AHS class- 
mate Aaron Stuart call themselves the “Grease 
Brothers.” They have converted their van to run on 
both diesel fuel and vegetable oil. 

“You can smell the exhaust when you're outside 
and it smells like french fries. That's the only way 
you'd know.” said Parziale’s longtime girlfriend, 

Vlaegen Mickman. 

Parziale spoke to a packed room

He told students he fills | 
ip his 100-gallon “gas 
ank” behind restaurants, 

using discarded vegetable 
grease that he then siphons ™ | 
into his duel fuel capacity van.He | 
fuels up at almost any restaurant that 
gives permission, but prefers Japanese and Thai 
restaurants because he says they have the cleanest 
‘uel. Besides, “Thai smells really good.” 

“It breaks the rule that says in order to travel 
ind be adventurous, you need to have money.” he 

ys. One fill-up of the 100 gallon tank lasts for 
1,500 miles. 

The former graphic design major who graduated 
irom Plymouth State College in New Hampshire 
ow lives in Portland, Ore. He travels with Stuart’s 
band, Piebald, in the converted van. 

MTV approached Stuart and Parziale about six 
months ago. They paid them, along with members 
of Piebald, to film six 30-second ads which began 
airing Tuesday on MTV as part of the network’s 
co-friendly campaign. 

Bill Fahey, director of youth services for the 
own, says Parziale “has a passion about who he is 
nd what he does.” The AHS graduate was instru- 
imental in lobbying for, and then helping to build 
he skate park located behind West Middle School, 
ind has also organized and hosted several snow- 
boarding trips for Andover kids. 

With over four billion tons of vegetable oil 
vaste being thrown away each year, Parziale says 

e has no problem getting fuel for his van. “It’s like 


“Hey, can I take three bags out of your garbage?” 
he says. And since people have to pay to dispose of 
the waste, most of the time the answer he gets is, 
“Yeah, take it, man. I'll save, like, $100.” 

Parziale’s Web site, greasenotgas.com, shows 
the step-by-step process of how to convert a diesel 
engine to dual-capacity. The next step, says 
Parziale, is to put together a DVD and a kit to sell 
to anyone interested in converting their own diesel 
engine. Most of the kits available on the market 
today do not work very well, says Parziale, mostly 
because the people who make them don’t actually 
use them. But with “70,000 miles of vegetable oil 

under our belts,” Parziale says he knows what 
works from trial and error. 

The goals is to make the 
conversion process easy. “I 
want to make it so my 
mom can do it,” says 
Parziale. 
Diesel engines were origi- 
nally designed to run on 
vegetable oil, says Parziale, 
«= _-When Rudolph Diesel invented 
the engine back in 1901. Vegetable oil 
provides 20 percent more horsepower than diesel, 
and gets rid of carbon deposits. Most importantly, 
says Parziale, there is no pollution from vegetable 
oil. Bio diesel is another process for using veg- 
etable oil in diesel fuel, but it involves a chemical 
process to get rid of the glycerine, which is absent 
from his oil. 

Start-up costs for converting a diesel engine to 
run on grease can run up to $700 for a kit and up to 
a total of $1,400 depending on the kind of tank 
used. Parziale’s first vegetable oil tank was a $20 
Rubbermaid plastic trash can in the bed of his first 
vegetable-powered pickup truck, “Big Red,” and 
the oil used to slosh out whenever the truck went 
over a bump. 

Parziale will join Piebald on an 18,000-mile US 
tour beginning today (fueled by vegetable oil, of 
course). He will be making a video of the tour and 
what life is like for a band on the road, day in and 
day out. He hopes that someday the US will catch 
up to Europe, where most cars run on diesel 
engines. 

In the meantime, there are at least some folks 
not worried about rising gas prices. “We just sit 
back and laugh as we watch gas prices go up,” says 
Parziale.

The First Station of the Cross,

Rev. Cleary said. “We are 
most happy to have parish- 
ioners from Sacred Heart. It is 
only right to bring something 
special from that wonderful 
church.” 

The new stations replace 
much smaller ones that hung for 
years. 

For now, the old stations are 
resting comfortably elsewhere in 
the church. 

Come Sunday, St. Augustine 
church-goers will get to see the 
wood-carved stations for the first 
time. 

That means so much, to so 
many of the faithful.

Jocelyn May LeBrun, 98, of 
Andover, died Monday, Oct. 10. 

An artist and teacher, she 
lived most of her life in Belgium 
and the US. 
Born in Lon- 
don, Eng- 
land, the 
daughter of 
Frank and 
| Sybil May, 
| she grew up 
| in privileged 
| family cir- 
cumstances. 
She attended 
Heathfield 
School, a prominent English 
school for girls, as did her sister 
Barbara, three years older. Both 
sisters married artists, one from 
Belgium, Georges LeBrun, and 
the other from Chechnya, Serge 
Chermayeff. 

At the outset of World War II, 
Mrs. LeBrun was living in Bel-

gium with her husband, a par- 
tially disabled veteran of World 
War I. During the occupation of 
Belgium by Nazi Germany, in 
1942 she went to a cemetery 
where she placed flowers on the 
grave of a British soldier, and 
was dismayed to see a German 
officer remove those flowers and 
place them on the grave of a 
German soldier. She defiantly 
recovered the flowers and 
replaced them on the grave of 
the British soldier. She was 
arrested and placed in prison 
where she remained for more 
than a year. During that time she 
was supported by a group of 
nuns, and was so moved by their 
courage, generosity and spiritual 
life that she decided to convert 
from the Church of England to 
Catholicism, and remained ded- 
icated to the Catholic Church for 
the rest of her life. 

Throughout her life, she was 
loyal and supportive to others, 
and made countless friendships 
and connections, her family 
said. She and her husband suc- 
cessfully sold their sculpture 
and paintings in Europe and 
both taught art in Chicago and 
on the West Coast during the 
1950s and ‘60s. 

In 1980 she came back from 
Belgium to the US to live in 
Concord, Mass. and look after 
her aging mother, Sybil Perry, 
who died there in 1988 at the 
age of 103. 

She returned to Belgium in 
1988, determined to end her life 
there, living independently in 
Knokke-Heist, and be buried 
next to her husband, who had 
died in 1970. At the age of 98, 
however, after being placed in a 
nursing home, she agreed to 
return to the US on July 4, to 
live with her nephew Peter 
Chermayeff and his family in 
Andover. 

Having become comfortable 
again in the US, provided with 
round-the-clock care, she died 
surrounded by family and devot- 
ed caretakers. 

A private memorial service 
was held Oct. 16 in Andover. 

Members of her family 
include her two nephews and 
their wives; six children; eight 
grandchildren; and numerous 
cousins in the UK.

Who decides if a new school 
will be built? Who can require 
people to scoop up after their 
pets? Residents can, by voting 
at a Town Meeting, or a Special 
Town Meeting. 

Sometimes called the purest 
expression of democracy, Town 
Meeting is where the town’s 
major decisions — finanical and 
otherwise — are discussed and 
voted by all registered Andover 
voters who choose to attend. 

Bonding or borrowing 
money for large projects, emi- 
nent domain issues and zoning 
changes require approval by at 
least two-thirds of the voters. 

While Annual Town Meeting 
is scheduled each April, a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting can be called 
at any time during the year by 
officials, or by residents who 
collect 200 signatures. 

James “Jim” Doherty has 
presided over these meetings as 
its moderator for more than two 
decades, overseeing a Special 
Town Meeting in September that 
saw residents defeat a proposal 
to build a new senior center.

He audits town 
departments, and every year 
informs residents of the town’s 
financial situation. 

The office of Bruce 
Symmes, town assessor, assess- 
es and records the value of 
every property in town. 


David Reilly, collector/trea- 
surer, is responsible for borrow- 
ing and investing Town Meet- 
ing-appropriated funds and col- 
lecting and dispersing the 
town’s money. His office col- 
lects payment from residents on 
their water bills, tax bills, 
motor-vehicle excise tax and 
permit fees. 

The Finance Committee is

PUBLIC SCHOOL ISSUES 


Restoring classes, 
keeping AHS clubs 


By Rita Savard 

Health. Technology. Library. 
Guidance. Clubs. 

Which is most important to 
students? 

This question is currently 
being debated as parents and 
educators discuss returning pro- 
grams and resources to 
Andover Public Schools that 
were cut in recent years, 

Since 2002, $2.5 million in 
state aid has been pulled back, 
causing whole programs to dis- 
appear from the schoolwide 
curriculm. Persistent pressure 
from the school community 
garnered an _ additional 
$375,000 this year, allowing 
Andover elementary and mid- 
dle schools to return health pro- 
grams to all schools. 

In the year ahead, the School 
Committee says that, with feed- 
back from parents and educa- 
tors, it will unveil a longterm 
plan to replace other lost pro- 
grams. 

“It's time to stop taking 
away and start bringing back,” 
said Claudia Bach, superinten- 
dent. “Many of our programs 
and resources were hit hard by 
budget cuts. Now we're turning 
the focus toward rebuilding.” 

Many parents also want to 
see the schools move away 
from charging fees. 

In the wake of cutbacks, user 
fees for high school parking, 
secondary school transportation 
and after-school sports 
emerged. Last year parents 
campaigned against further 
increasing user fees and won. 
But parents are still struggling 
to come up with extra funds to 
keep Andover High School 
clubs afloat. The Parent Advi- 
sory Council, along with Princi- 
pal Peter Anderson, said charg- 
ing fees for clubs will not be an 
option. But a tight school bud- 
get and stagnant fundraising 
efforts are making it difficult to 
financially support some of the 
high school’s 45 clubs. 

Input from the Andover 
community will drive the 
School Committee’s goal to 
unveil a restoration plan for 
schools in November. The 
rebuilding and advancing 
model will highlight goals in 
education to be reached by 
2008 to 2010. 

“We want kids to be able to 
lead productive lives and be 


that await them both locally and 
globally,” said Committee 
Chairwoman Deb Silberstein. 

Other spotlight issues for the 
school system include boosting 
the budget by raising money 
from private sources, and the 
creation of a new Energy Task 
Force to cope with skyrocketing 
utility expenses. 

The superintendent is also 
hiring an outside consultant to 
address the current space prob- 
lems at the high school. The stu- 
dent population has ballooned 
over the maximum enrollment 
limit of 1,700 to 1,800, although 
the town believes this to be a 
temporary “bubble.”

ELDER SERVICES 


More than 5,200 residents 
over the age of 60 currently call 
Andover home. By 2010, the 
number of seniors in town is 
projected to grow beyond 
10,000, according to Census sta- 
tistics. That’s one reason that, 
for more than a decade, the 
town has been debating about 
the kind of facility it needs to 
accommodate seniors. 

Twice this year, Town Meet- 
ing voters narrowly rejected 
proposals to build a new $7.6 
million senior center. 

Meanwhile, finding appro- 
priate housing for seniors who 
want to remain in town by mov- 
ing into a smaller space remains 
an important issue (see housing 
article, page 20A). 

The current Andover Sénior 
Center strives to meet the many 
needs of its seniors. Pat Becker, 
program coordinator at the cen- 
ter, said more than 200 people 
pass through the doors of the 
senior center on any given day. 

There are a variety of activi- 
ties happening at the center, on 
Whittier Court behind 36 Bartlet 
St., on the bottom floor of the 
school administration building. 
Visitors come to socialize, exer- 
cise, learn crafts and cooking, or 
share a meal. 

Open 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday, the center 
offers a variety of weekly events 
such as movie matinees, yoga, 
low-impact aerobics, and card 
games. Craft classes featuring 
painting, quilting and wood- 
carving are held regularly, and 


the center occasionally opens its 
doors on evenings and week- 
ends to host special events 
including group trips and cultur- 
al opportunities. 

Senior calendar listings can 
be found in the Townsman. 
Author visits, seminars and 
brown-bag lectures on health, 
aging and spirituality, along 
with activities partnered with 
area schools and colleges, con- 
tinue to be popular, according to 
Becker.

Andover is in the sixth and final 
stage of a $36.9 million sewer 
expansion project, the largest in 
town history. The Department of 
Public Works expects the work to 
be substantially complete by this 
summer, with the final homes able 
to hook into sewer by fall 2006.

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Diverse housing sought for seniors 


As Andover’s senior population climbs, so does the need 
for affordable housing. 

Currently, Andover has no affordable housing for resi- 
dents age 55 and older. Town officials are now weighing the 
need in order to provide more alternatives for seniors and 
others earning low to moderate incomes. Some aging 
Andover residents have been forced to leave town in recent 
years because of escalting taxes on their homes, which grew 
significantly in value. 

Local resources available to help aleviate the property tax 
burden for seniors on fixed incomes include the senior circuit 
breaker and tax voucher (SCRIPT) programs. Both programs 
enable seniors to volunteer time in exchange for a tax reduc- 
tion. 

Catherine Urquhart, acting director of the Andover Senior 
Center, oversees elder care tax programs. 

Information on other community resources and cost-sav- 
ing programs for elders, including fuel assistance, Medicare 
and housing, can be answered by Kristine Arakelian, out- 
reach coordinator, at the Andover Senior Center. 


The Andover Housing Author- 
ity was organized in June 1948 
and manages 218 units of state- 
aided housing for elders and dis- 
abled people at Chestnut Court, 
Grandview Terrace, Frye Circle 
and Stowe Court. In addition, 
there are 56 units of two-, three- 
and four-bedroom family housing 
units in Memorial Circle. The 
AHA has an award-winning 
National Association of Housing 
and Redevelopment Officials 
State Escrow Program that has 
allowed several families to transi- 
tion out of public housing into the 
private housing market. So far, 
two families have bought homes. 

The AHA also administers

It owns a home under 
the State Chapter 689-1 pro- 
gram that houses developmen- 
tally disabled adults. There is an 
Andover Police sub-station 
located in Grandview Terrace 
that houses a computer learning 
center as well, part of an award- 
winning New Horizons For 
Youth After School Program 
that takes place weekdays in the 
Stowe Court Community Room. 

The AHA administers a 127- 
unit Federal Section 8 Leased 
Housing Choice Voucher Pro- 
gram through HUD and is com- 
pleting a 25-slot Family Self 
Sufficiency Program through 
HUD as well.

Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority trains provide commuter 
rail service between Haverhill and 
Boston for Andover residents. 
Trains stop at the two town com- 
muter stations, one on Railroad 
Street and one on Andover Street, 
where parking is available for $2 
per day. Zone 5 fares are one-way: 
$5; 12 rides: $60; and monthly Zone 
5 pass: $170. 

The purchase of a monthly pass 
includes all MBTA bus and subway 
services (except Night Owl), Love- 
joy Wharf, Charlestown, Long 
Wharf & World Trade Center Fer- 
ries, and all “Zone 1-4” services. 

Tickets may be purchased on 
trains. When boarding at a location 
where there is a ticket office or con- 
tracted vendor, a surcharge will be 
added to the base price, as follows: 

* $2 during peak hours (shaded 
columns in the public schedule) 

* $1 during off-peak hours (non- 
shaded columns in the public sched- 
ule)

Local bus service 

MVRTA offers two bus routes

Corrugated cardboard: Break 
down, flatten and fold boxes and 
other pieces of cardboard into two- 
by-two-feet pieces, then tie or tape 
them together and place next to the 
recycling bin. No greasy or food- 
stained items.
